KENNEDY IS OPPOSED 
Labor leaders aro likely to take a dim view 
or President Kennedy's opposition to a 
shorter work week. Although the five-day. 
40-hour week is virtually standard across 
the nation, there are notable exceptions, 
. Several unions have whittled two and one- 
half hours .from this standard and some 
have pared the work week down to 35 hours, 
olthough these ore not common. The gold- 
plated airline pilots' union has done far bet- 
ter, but this "labor" group Is In a class oil 
by Itself. ^ , 
In expressing the hope that the flve-dny, 
. 40-hour work week could be continued, 
President Kennedy declared it is necessary 
If the nation Is golnj; to continue economic 
growth. 

These sentlmenu arc at odds with labor 
plans to pare the work week to four or even 
three days. Naturally, labor leaders would 
- jUko to achieve such a gc-U with no reduction 
In' pay." Such a pic in the sky is bound to 
have. lots of attraction for the rank ond file. 
One of the factors In economic growth Is 
an Increase in Individual efficiency and pro- 
ductivity. If the Individual were more effl- 
clent and Increased his production with a 
shorter work week, then It would be Justi- 
fied, But If the shortef- work week resulted 
only In Increased payrolls, then It would not 
be Justified,
